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Report  of  the  Selectmen 


In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  town  meeting,  the 
Selectmen  directed  the  following  projects  during  the  year: 

A  Personnel  Board  was  appointed  to  administer  the  sal¬ 
ary  “Administration  Plan”  which  was  voted  under  Article  6 
of  the  1960  town  meeting. 

Bids  were  put  out  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser, 
radio  ambulance  and  tires.  The  bid  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars  ($1,815.00)  for  the  cruiser  was  awarded  to 
Dennisport  Motors  Inc.  C.  and  E.  Inc.  was  awarded  the  bid 
for  the  radio  at  six  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  ($676.00) ; 
the  ambulance  was  purchased  from  the  Eureka  Motor  Car 
Co.  at  a  bid  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00)  and 
the  tires  were  purchased  at  Meservey’s  Service  Station  for 
their  bid  of  five  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($594.50). 

The  1935  Ford  Tank  Truck  was  sold  to  Emulous  E.  Hall 
Jr.  —  the  highest  bidder. 

A  committee  of  ten  were  appointed  to  serve  as  a  “Water¬ 
ways  Study  Commission”  to  study  the  needs  and  problems  of 
the  harbors  and  waterways. 

A  Police  boat  and  equipment  was  bought  for  the  Police 
Department  which  was  publicly  advertised  for  bidders  and 
it  was  awarded  to  Allen  Harbor  Marine  Service  Inc.  for  the 
sum  of  twenty-one  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  thirty-seven 
cents  ($2,105.37). 

As  in  the  past  a  committee  was  appointed  to  observe 
the  4th  of  July  celebration.  Christmas  lights  were  installed  at 
the  town  office  and  on  the  Main  Street  of  Harwich  Port 
and  Harwich  center.

The  Assessors  have,  within  the  scope  of  their  limited 
time,  attempted  to  correct  some  of  the  inequities  in  valua¬ 
tions  and  the  establishment  of  a  basic  formula  which  is  fair 
to  all  in  arriving  at  the  valuation  of  all  real  estate. 

Additional  work  was  done  on  new  and  old  Assessors’

of  said  hearing  being  given  by  publication  of  the  time  and 
place  thereof  in  a  local  newspaper  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  said  hearing,  the  expense  of  publication  to  be  borne 
by  the  petitioner.  After  such  hearing,  the  Selectmen  shall 
render  a  decision  in  writing,  stating  the  decision  and  reasons 
therefor  and  file  the  decision  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  send 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  applicant.  Such  permit  may  be  renewed. 

Section  2.  No  top  soil  or  sub  soil  shall  be  removed  from 
place  to  place  within  the  Town  of  Harwich  from  an  area  of 
ground  consisting  of  more  than  5,000  square  feet  unless  the 
person  removing  such  top  soil  or  sub  soil  shall  replant  ann¬ 
ually  the  entire  area  of  such  removal  with  rye,  vetch,  wheat, 
legumes  or  other  soil  improving  plants,  or  plant  with  a  perma¬ 
nent  cover  crop  or  reforest  the  area. 

Section  3.  No  sand  or  gravel  shall  be  removed  from 
place  to  place  within  the  Town  of  Harwich,  except  that  a 
sand  and  gravel  pit  may  be  opened  and  used  for  such  pur¬ 
poses  if  it  is  located  100  feet  or  more  from  a  street  line  and 
no  more  than  one  entrance  and  exit  can  be  used.  If  such 
sand  and  gravel  pit  is  opened  and  used  the  owner  shall  burn 
or  cart  to  the  town  dumping  area  all  dead  trees  and  stumps 
when  any  area  thereof  amounting  to  more  than  5,000  square 
feet  becomes  unsuited  for  furthur  use,  and  in  such  cases,  such 
area  shall  be  replanted  with  trees  or  shrubs  to  prevent  soil 
erosion. 

Section  4.  The  foregoing  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to 
land  in  public  use  nor  shall  it  apply  to  the  case  of  materials 
removed  or  excavated  for  purpose  of  improving,  grading, 
landscaping,  cultivating  the  ground,  nor  for  construction  of 
buildings  and  the  making  of  public  or  private  improvements.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  is  the  24th  Annual  Report  of  the  Harwich  Water 
Department. 

At  the  close  of  this  calendar  year,  our  records  show  a 
continuous  growth  with  149  accounts  added  to  the  system 
and  total  receipts  amounting  to  $91,284.89  which  represents 
a  gain  of  approximately  11%  over  the  previous  year.  The 
total  gallons  of  water  pumped  were  141,043,040  with  the 
maximum  daily  sendout  of  1,441,330  gallons  occurring  on  July 
11. 


Major  construction  was  at  a  minimum  and  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  several  areas  where  large  diameter  pipe  was  laid, 
extensions  utilizing  the  2"  lines  predominated.  Fred  W.  Cro¬ 
well  performed  this  work  under  his  contract  of  1957. 

Careful  study  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  was 
given  to  applications  in  determining  where  main  line  con¬ 
struction  would  be  most  remunerative  and  those  streets  and 
ways  yielding  a  6%  return  or  more  were  acted  upon  favorably 
and  funds  were  taken  from  the  Construction  Account.  Listed 
below  are  the  names  of  the  streets  and  ways  voted  by  the 
Commission  showing  the  cost  of  the  project  and  the  return:

As  a  result  of  a  delay  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
in  the  issuance  of  a  permit  to  the  Water  Department  to  cross 
Route  28,  the  work  on  Deep  Hole  Road  was  not  completed 
until  late  August.  Consequently,  many  of  the  domestic  in¬ 
stallations  were  made  after  residents  had  closed  their  homes 
for  the  season. 
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Bay  Port  Road  and  Ostable  Road  in  West  Harwich  were 
tied  in  with  Kelly  Road  and  Riverside  Drive.  Also,  Shaggy 
Pines  Road  with  Pleasant  Road.  This  work  was  advisable  in 
order  to  eliminate  dead  ends  and  provide  a  better  circula¬ 
tion  and  improved  fire  flow. 

Under  Article  #88  in  the  1960  Warrant,  a  contract  was 
entered  into  with  the  Chatham  Water  Company  with  certain 
restrictions  and  limitations.  Town  water  has  now  been  made 
available  to  11  houses  in  the  East  Harwich  area. 


At  the  meeting  immediately  following  the  annual  Town 
Meeting,  the  Board  organized  and  voted  Francis  J.  Hibbert, 
Chairman  and  Norman  O.  Nickerson,  Secretary.  Robert  J. 
Chase  was  elected  to  the  Commission  for  a  three  year  term 
at  the  Annual  Election. 


It  was  at  this  meeting  that  the  Commissioners  instructed 
the  Superintendent  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for 
General  Water  Works  Materials.  Bids  were  received  in  early 
April  and  the  following  awards  made:

Although  maintenance  work  had  to  be  curtailed  some¬ 
what  because  of  a  leave  of  absence  granted  two  members  of 
the  staff,  property  and  equipment  w’ere  kept  in  good  repair. 
Several  leaks  were  reported  in  the  distribution  system  but 
were  not  of  a  serious  nature.  Hydrants  were  inspected  and 
any  necessary  repairs  were  made.  Pumping  equipment  was 
maintained  in  good  mechanical  condition  and  repaired  when 
needed.  The  Tree  Planting  program  was  conducted  during  the 
Spring  and  1,500  Norway  Spruce  transplants  were  set  out  in 
the  watershed  area. 


At  the  end  of  this  year,  the  Department  was  fortunate  in 
obtaining  the  free  services  of  a  representative  from  the  Roy 
O.  Leonard,  painting  Contractor,  firm  to  make  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  Elevated  Water  Tank.  It  was  his  recommen¬ 
dation  that  the  exterior  be  painted  in  1961  and  an  article 
has  been  submitted  requesting  an  appropriation  for  this 
project. 
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Also,  the  1955  Ranch  Wagon  owned  by  the  Department 
has  become  expensive  to  maintain  and  it  seems  advisable  to 
request  funds  for  a  new  vehicle.  An  article  to  this  effect  will 
appear  in  the  Warrant. 

The  addition  to  the  garage  has  been  completed  and  the 
Meter  Room,  which  can  accommodate  2,100  water  meters,  is 
now  in  use.  An  area  in  the  Pumping  Station  has  been  con¬ 
verted  into  a  future  office  for  the  Superintendent  creating 
more  space  in  the  front  office  which  has  been  a  pressing 
need.  Since  the  clerical  work  has  increased  in  volume  due  to 
the  growth  and  expansion  of  the  Department,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  place  our  part-time  clerk  on  a  permanent  basis. 

A  booklet  of  revised  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
printed  and  will  be  distributed  early  in  1961.  Requests 
for  these  booklets  heve  been  numerous  and  we  are  very  pleased 
that  we  are  now  able  to  furnish  our  subscribers  with  them. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  report  a  condition  which  poses 
a  problem  to  this  department.  Complaints  have  been  received 
at  intervals  regarding  the  quality  of  the  water  particularly 
in  the  West  Harwich  area  with  reference  to  discoloration. 
Mains  are  flushed  regularly  only  to  have  the  condition  return 
after  a  certain  period  of  time.  The  department  is  under¬ 
taking  other  steps  to  correct  this  condition.

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Report  of  the  Veterans’  Agent 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  writing  this  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department 
for  the  year  1960,  it  is,  indeed,  very  embarrassing  to  describe 
the  true  picture.  First  we  were  faced  with  a  reduction  in  the 
budget  which  we  requested  of  the  Finance  Committee.  We 
salute  them,  and  willingly  cooperated  with  them  in  their 
wisdom,  as  they  had  in  mind  a  tax  rate  reduction  for  the 
voters.  However,  had  they  recommended  the  budget  we  sug¬ 
gested,  and  not  reduced  it  by  $5,000.00  we  still  would  not  have 
been  able  to  meet  the  unusual  demands  made  upon  us.  We  are 
administrating  the  Veterans  Benefits  program  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws.  That  entitles 
benefits  for  those  in  need  -  to  the  veteran,  his  wife,  his  chil¬ 
dren  and  his  parents.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  those  65  years  of  age  and  over,  are  increasing 
more  rapidly  than  the  rest  of  the  population.  In  1900  this 
group  percentage  wise  was  4%  of  the  population,  but  today 
they  represent  more  than  double  that,  9%. 

Of  course,  that  brings  the  veterans  of  WW  I  into  focus,  for 
the  average  age  of  these  veterans  is  now  more  than  65.  That 
means  this  Department  must  be  prepared  to  meet  the  addi¬ 
tional  expense  which  is  bound  to  occur  as  these  old  timers 
start  to  feel  the  weight  of  years  bearing  down  on  their  tired 
shoulders. 

This  only  partially  explains  why  the  present  embarrassing 
situation  confronts  us,  because  some  of  the  most  expensive 
cases  have  not  been  from  the  veterans  or  their  parents,  but 
from  their  children.  In  the  cases  of  aid  to  parents,  we  provide 
the  necessary  relief,  and  place  a  lien  on  any  property  in  the 
name  of  the  parents.  Although  we  receive  50%  reimbursement 
from  the  State  in  all  cases,  when  the  parents  become  an  “es¬ 
tate”  both  the  Town  and  the  State  receive  full  payment, 
provided  there  is  sufficient  equity. 

The  chief  reason  for  the  large  amount  in  unpaid  bills  is 
the  unusual  number  of  hospital  cases,  and  the  length  of  hos¬ 
pitalization  in  many  of  the  cases.  In  determining  a  safeguard 
in  any  future  situation  like  the  present,  we  have  established 
a  new  policy  in  regard  to  admissions  and  approval  of  eligible 
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cases.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  administration  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  representative  of  the  Commissioner’s  office, 
we  have  reached  an  agreement  whereby  no  cases  will  be  billed 
to  this  Department  in  the  future  without  written  approval. 
Thus,  the  Hospital  will  have  proper  authorization,  this  De¬ 
partment  will  have  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  and 
bills  will  be  received,  honored  and  paid  immediately  upon 
presentation.  There  should  be  no  delay  in  making  payments 
to  the  hospital  which  has  utilized  its  very  efficient  and  life 
saving  equipment,  nor  to  the  dedicated  doctors  who  have  used 
their  skill  in  saving  human  life  and  relieving  human  suffer¬ 
ing.  In  addition  to  these  written  approvals,  a  copy  will  also 
be  given  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  they  too,  may  know 
that  the  patient  is  in  the  hospital,  what  the  cause  of  the  illness 
actually  is,  and  give  them  the  opportunity  to  use  their  author¬ 
ity  to  approve  or  suggest  using  the  free  bed  fund. 

As  a  result  of  the  unhappy  experience  of  1960,  we  would 
respectfully  suggest  that  the  voters  consider  granting  a  larger 
sum  to  the  Reserve  Fund  that  it  may  be  used  for  emergencies 
which  has  followed  this  Department  throughout  the  year.  It 
would  also  be  available  to  prevent  special  Town  meetings, 
which  are  both  expensive  and  difficult  <to  obtain  with  the 
necessary  legal  quorum. 

We  wish  to  express  our  deepest  appreciation  for  the  sym¬ 
pathetic  support  given  us  by  the  entire  Board  of  Selectmen.  As 
a  result  of  their  efforts  and  their  resort  to  the  use  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  with  the  approval  of  the  Hon.  Herman  Dine,  we  have 
been  able  to  complete  the  year  on  a  deficit  spending  basis, 
which  is  both  embarrassing  and  not  good  business. 

To  sum  up  the  statistics,  we  have  at  the  end  of  the  year 
19  active  cases  on  our  rolls,  three  hospital  cases  and  we  hold 
six  liens  on  the  property  of  six  parents.  May  we  hope  for  a 
world  at  peace  in  1961  and  may  we  never  again  have  to  call 
our  youth  into  battle  and  deprive  them  of  their  most  sacred 
privileges  as  an  American  -  their  right  to  Freedom,  Liberty 
and  the  Pursuit  of  Happiness.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Planning  Board  has  had  an  active  year  as  shown  by 
the  number  of  larger  sub-divisions  requiring  legal  hearings. 
Larger  sub-divisions  have  called  for  a  greater  number  of 
abutters,  and  consequently  have  required  more  thought  and 
consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Planning  Board  members  as 
well  as  those  immediately  concerned. 

Eleven  advertised  hearings  have  been  reviewed  and  ap¬ 
proved.  Forty-six  applications  for  sub-division  not  requiring 
hearings  have  been  signed  for  filing  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds 
in  Barnstable  or  the  Land  Court  in  Boston.  This  steady  in¬ 
crease  would  indicate  the  awareness  of  property  owners  of  the 
continued  cooperation  of  the  Board  to  improve  the  layout  of 
land  in  every  way  possible  for  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 

In  December  the  Board  sponsored  an  advertised  heav 
ing  on  the  proposed  change  of  Commercial  Areas  in  Eas^ 
Harwich  and  Harwich  Center.  This  hearing  was  well  attended. 
By  a  show  of  hands,  it  was  unanimous  that  certain  changes 
were  desirable,  and  these  will  appear  in  an  article  submitted 
for  consideration  at  the  Annnual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  has  been  represented  at  State  and  Cape  Cod 
Planning  Boards  meetings,  as  well  as  all  called  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Again  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  cooper¬ 
ation  extended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Appeals, 
Building  Inspector  and  various  Surveyors  and  Engineers.

Harwich  Planning  Board 
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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

May  we  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Conservation  Commission  was  established  in  1957,  under 
Chapter  223  to  promote  the  development  of  natural  resources 
and  to  appropriate  money  therefore.  Since  that  date  other 
Acts  and  Amendments  have  been  established  relative  to  a  con¬ 
servation  program  for  cities  and  towns.  Copies  of  these  Acts 
and  Amendments  are  available  and  may  be  had  by  an  inter¬ 
ested  adult  who  applies  to  the  Commission. 

Six  meetings  have  been  held  during  1960,  at  7:30  p.m.  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month,  at  the  Town  Office  Building. 
These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  may  be  attended  by 
residents  of  Harwich  who  are  interested  in  any  avenue  of  Con¬ 
servation. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Cape  Cod  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sions,  Barnstable,  Eastham,  Harwich  and  Sandwich  was  held 
at  the  home  of  Col.  Crawford  H.  Hollidge.  The  various  conser¬ 
vation  activities  as  practised  by  the  other  towns  were  re¬ 
viewed.  Since  that  time  other  Cape  towns  have  joined  the 
ranks  and  appointed  Conservation  Commissions.  It  was  the 
concensus  that  joint  meetings  held  at  regular  intervals  would 
be  helpful  to  the  cause.  Plans  for  an  OPEN  HOUSE  PANEL 
DISCUSSION  and  FORUM  were  discussed.  Harwich,  being 
centrally  located,  volunteered  to  serve  as  host,  inviting  the 
group  (to  arrange  for  a  February  meeting  in  Harwich  Port. 

Among  the  many  valuable  suggestions  was  for  a  weekly  CON¬ 
SERVATION  COLUMN  to  be  instituted  in  the  papers;  the 
importance  of  a  LAND  INDEX  and  the  setting  aside  of  large 
tracts  of  wetlands  and  uplands  for  multiple  use;  scenic,  breed¬ 
ing  of  waterfowl,  shellfish  and  many  others.  The  importance 
of  maps,  mounted,  and  with  a  plastic  overlay  was  emphasized. 
It  will  be  noted  that  our  Aerial  and  Geodetic  maps  have  been 
mounted  and  hung  in  the  large  hearing-room.  It  will  be  to 
the  advantage  of  Harwich  to  pursue  further  the  matter  of 
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CONSERVATION  ZONING  and  CONSERVATION  COVEN¬ 
ANTS,  with  the  OPEN  SPACE  CONCEPT,  as  recently  adopted 
in  Dover,  Massachusetts. 

Several  of  Massachusetts’  leading  Conservationists  pre¬ 
sented  their  views  at  the  Public  Forum  held  in  the  Parish 
House,  Pilgrim  Congregational  Church,  on  February  18th, 
when  more  than  one  hundred  were  present  from  all  sections 
of  the  Cape,  as  was  ascertained  from  the  registration.  Re¬ 
freshments  were  served  by  the  Harwich  group. 

The  Commission  made  a  formal  protest  to  the  Barnstable 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  against  the  relocation  of 
Route  124,  as  planned  by  the  State,  at  Seymours  Pond.  A  full 
attendance  was  urged  for  the  hearing  held  on  August  4th. 

Because  of  the  many  worthy  projects  awaiting  action,  the 
Commission  voted,  early  in  June,  to  establish  a  Conservation 
Council.  A  number  of  individuals  were  invited  to  serve.  No 
limit  has  been  set  on  the  size,  interests  or  organization  of  the 
Council.  Interest  and  understanding  of  the  many  facets  of 
conservation,  together  with  a  willingness  to  cooperate  in  plan¬ 
ning  a  constructive  program,  will  insure  membership.  One  of 
our  serious  needs  is  for  a  liason  between  the  schools  and  the 
Commission.  One  who  will  work  to  promote  a  CONSERVATION 
ASSEMBLY:  ANNUAL  CONSERVATION  DAY:  CONSERVA¬ 
TION  EXHIBIT  at  both  library  and  schools  and  so  forth.  The 
Conservation  Council  has  met  twice,  the  second  meeting  with 
Mr.  Walter  Cahoon,  relative  to  the  trees. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  sponsoring  an  article  in 
the  Warrant,  which  we  consider  most  important  and  which 
should  be  accepted  and  adopted:  “REMOVAL  OF  SOIL,  SAND, 
AND  GRAVEL  AND  SAND  PITS.”  Also  an  article  requesting 
the  sum  of  $250.00  for  miscellaneous  expenses.  Current  ex¬ 
penses  have  covered  the  purchase  of  a  filing-cabinet,  official 
printed  stationary,  maps  mounted,  postage  and  sundries. 

An  important  part  of  today’s  city  and  town  planning  is 
the  consideration  of  the  place  for  “beauty”  in  our  pattern  of 
living.  More  people  want  more  green  spaces,  more  natural 
areas.  Beauty  is  the  protest  against  disorder,  dirt  and  decay. 
Ugliness  promotes  disorder;  disorder  promotes  decay,  and 
decay  winds  up  in  a  slum-ridden  area.  Beautify  older  areas 
and  people  will  lift  their  hearts  and  heads.  “What  we  need  is

awareness;  deep  concern  by  the  well-informed;  local  govern¬ 
mental  structures  set  for  ACTION.  But  above  all  we  need 
leadership.  “Conserve  stretches  of  water  and  wide  open  spaces; 
they  satisfy  a  profound  need.”

Report  of  the  Park  Department 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1960  proved  another  busy  one  for  the  Park  Com¬ 
missioners.  The  fourteen  squares,  the  parking  lot  in  Harwich- 
port,  Brooks  park  and  the  public  beach  at  the  east  end  of  Long 
Pond  received  regular  careful  attention  necessary  to  maintain 
and  preserve  the  natural  beauty  of  this  town  property.  We 
wished  to  expand  these  activities  to  an  even  greater  degree 
but  the  approved  budget  did  not  permit  such  expansion. 

In  October  this  department  received  an  emergency  grant 
for  $100  for  use  in  repairing  damage  suffered  by  the  town 
parks  and  property  under  the  supervision  of  this  department 
due  to  hurricane  “Donna.”  This  brought  the  total  amount  ex¬ 
pended  by  this  department  for  the  year  1960  to  $7,850.00. 

In  view  of  the  constant  rise  in  cost  of  material,  supplies, 
equipment  and  general  maintenance,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
request  of  this  department  for  an  increase  in  its  budget  for 
1961  will  be  approved.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  presenting  the  eleventh  successive  summation  of 
events  to  the  townspeople  of  Harwich,  the  Playground  and 
Recreation  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  positive  steps 
have  been  taken  in  developing  a  well  rounded  successive  rec¬ 
reation  program. 

To  keep  pace  with  the  increased  attendance  in  the  Sum¬ 
mer  Athletic  Program,  an  assistant  to  the  Director  was  en¬ 
gaged.  Thus  we  were  able  to  divide  the  youngsters  into  two 
groups  for  the  morning  field  sports  and  provide  a  much 
needed  assistant  in  the  aquatic  sports  at  Sand  Pond.  The 
Swimming  Program  showed  an  increase  over  1959,  with  92 
Beginners;  23  Intermediates;  13  Swimmers,  and  13  Life  sav¬ 
ers  registered.  The  Wednesday  morning  ‘get-together’,  which 
included  ‘cook-outs’  and  water  melon  hunts,  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  youngsters.  This  activity  was  particularly 
popular  as  it  permitted  varied  age  groups  to  participate  and 
contribute  their  talents. 

At  the  Sand  Pond  Area  many  improvements  were  made 
during  this  past  year.  To  complete  the  service  building,  which 
was  donated  to  the  Commission,  a  concrete  foundation  and 
floor  were  built  on  the  ground  level  to  house  the  boats  and 
other  waterfront  equipment.  A  spruce  floor,  replacement 
windows,  and  an  entrance  have  also  been  installed  at  the 
parking  area  level.  In  the  near  future  it  will  be  necessary  to 
paint  the  exterior  of  the  building. 

Of  paramount  importance  was  the  installation  of  a  pay 
telephone  booth  to  provide  a  means  of  communication  with 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  as  well  as  adding  to  the 
convenience  of  those  using  the  beach  facilities.  In  order  to 
triple  the  beach  area  many  tons  of  sand  and  fill  were  rolled 
in  and  graded  to  a  gently  sloping  bottom.  A  new  floating  dock 
has  been  constructed  of  styrofoam  logs  and  plywood.  This 
‘T  type’  design  has  provided  a  safe,  protected  crib  for  be¬ 
ginners.  The  Commission  is  always  concerned  with  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  all  participants  in  its  program,  and  with  this  in  mind 
purchased  a  second  boat — not  only  for  emergency  needs  but 
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to  teach  advanced  swimmers  the  proper  use  and  handling  of 
water  craft.  The  next  immediate  need  is  for  a  raft  exten¬ 
sion  with  diving  boards.  The  previous  car  congestion  has 
been  somewhat  relieved  due  to  enlarging  the  parking  facili¬ 
ties.  The  surrounding  woods  area  has  been  entirely  freed  of 
underbrush. 

Work  on  the  Multi-Purpose  Field  has  been  delayed  un¬ 
til  such  time  as  the  roads  have  been  laid  in  the  Civic  Center 
Area. 

The  Recreation  Building  continues  to  be  used  for  a  wide 
range  of  activities,  with  13,254  individuals  using  the  facili¬ 
ties.  New  equipment  added  includes  a  ping  pong  table  with 
accessories;  six  vinyl  covered  flush  door  table  tops  and  twelve 
horses  built  by  the  custodian.  Since  the  exterior  has  not 
been  decorated  for  a  number  of  years,  the  building  is  now 
in  need  of  a  major  paint  job. 

The  importance  of  recreation  as  a  factor  in  American 
living  today  cannot  be  minimized.  It  is  a  doubly  important 
factor  on  the  Cape  where  the  life  blood  of  the  economy  is 
the  summer  visitor.  The  members  of  the  Playground  and 
Recreation  Commission  in  all  their  thinking  have  tried  to 
consider  not  only  the  present  needs  but  orderly,  progressive 
development  for  the  future.  We  are  most  grateful  to  those 
townspeople  and  officials  who  have  given  of  their  time  and 
suggestions.

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Report  of  the 

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year,  a  fourth  dose  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
was  offered  to  all  children  in  the  schools  of  this  county.  A 
survey  of  the  immunization  status  of  children  in  the  schools 
indicates  that  a  very  high  proportion  of  them  have  received 
the  recommended  number  of  doses  of  vaccine.  We  also  have 
found  that  children  entering  school  in  the  kindergarten  and 
first  grades  this  year,  had  for  the  most  part  received  the 
necessary  immunizations  prior  to  entering  school.  No  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  reported  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  no  great  change  in  the  routine  work  of 
the  Department  during  the  year. 

The  staff  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  another 
sanitary  inspector.  The  position  has  been  filled  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant  of  South  Wellfleet.  After 
serving  as  sanitary  inspector  for  a  period  of  thirty-four  years, 
Mr.  George  Crocker  will  retire  on  January  1,  1961.

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Report  of  Town  Government  Study  Committee 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Town  Government  Study  Committee  here¬ 
with  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1960. 

This  year,  your  committee  embarked  on  a  project  much 
broader  in  scope  than  any  attempted  previously  -  the  study  of 
our  Town  Government  as  a  whole.  This  study,  which  is  only 
partly  completed,  is  an  endeavor  to  relate  the  various  func¬ 
tions  of  town  government  to  one  another  and  to  the  whole. 

The  organization  of  our  Town,  governmentally  speaking, 
can  be  likened  to  “Topsy”  -  it  just  grew.  Much  in  the  way  of 
duties,  responsibilities  and  areas  of  concern  to  various  func¬ 
tions  of  government  seem  to  be  ruled  by  tradition  as  much  as 
by  statute.  The  duties  and  functions  of  many  are  spelled  out, 
at  best,  in  a  very  vague  and  nebulous  way.  Some  committees 
legally  are  still  in  existence,  even  though  their  purpose  has 
long  been  fulfilled. 

The  first  problem  facing  your  Town  Government  Study 
Committee  was  to  outline  an  organization  chart,  showing,  if 
possible,  lines  of  responsibility  and  communication.  Just  take 
this  copy  of  your  Town  Report,  list  the  many  and  varied  de¬ 
partments,  officers  and  committees,  and  you  will  get  some 
idea  as  to  the  complexity  of  Town  Government. 

Once  a  listing  of  the  various  functions  had  been  outlined 
it  became  obvious  that  study  of  each  department,  official  and 
committee  was  necessary  before  even  the  most  elementary 
organizational  chart  could  be  drawn.  The  committee  cur¬ 
rently  is  in  process  of  making  these  studies. 

In  the  individual  studies,  first  the  legal  or  statute  areas 
are  investigated;  then  the  study  turns  to  a  phase  which  seems 
to  be  equally  important  -  the  historic  or  traditional  aspects, 
which  color  and  modify  almost  every  area  of  our  Town  Gov¬ 
ernment.  From  these,  the  accepted  lines  of  responsibility  and 
communications  are  drawn. 

Your  committee  feels  sure  that  once  this  study  is  com¬ 
pleted  and  analyzed,  it  will  reveal  a  wealth  of  information  and 
data  which,  we  hope,  will  make  for  more  efficient  and  more 
effective  government  for  the  Town  of  Harwich. 
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The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  invite  any  citizen  to  attend  their 
meetings,  which  are  scheduled  for  the  first  and  third  Thurs¬ 
day  of  each  month,  at  8:00  p.m.  in  the  Town  office  building.

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It  is  not  very  pleasing  to  report  that  this  year  brought 
upon  us  one  of  the  most  serious  fires  in  the  town’s  history. 
Daily  in  the  newspapers  and  on  television  programs  we  see 
the  results  of  disastrous  fires  throughout  our  country  and 
wonder  if  these  holocausts  could  happen  here.  They  have 
and  wrill  continue  if  fire  prevention  rules  and  regulations  are 
not  observed.  Therefore  I  stress  a  program  of  fire  safety  in 
the  home  to  be  promptly  instituted  by  all  citizens.  This  in¬ 
cludes  preplanning  for  the  possibility  that  fire  may  occur. 
Prompt  discovery  of  fire,  safe  escape  of  your  family  from  any 
room  in  the  home,  prompt  fire  department  notification  and 
proper  type  of  first  aid  fire  fighting  equipment.  These  are 
some  of  the  points  that  must  be  considered  and  with  the 
help  of  your  fire  department  who  stands  ready  to  lend  a  hand 
we  can  make  a  fire  safe  community. 

Ail  equipment  of  the  department  is  in  sound  condition 
due  to  effective  preventative  maintenance  and  reasonable 
replacements  of  vehicles.  In  the  near  future  I  will  recommend 
the  need  for  an  aerial  ladder  and  another  station  in  West 
Harwich.  These  recommendations  will  effect  better  fire  pro¬ 
tection  in  the  outlying  areas  of  West  Harwich  and  North 
Harwich 

This  year  we  lost  the  presence  of  one  of  our  permanent 
firemen  through  retirement.  Capt.  William  Fratus  dedicated 
twelve  years  of  service  to  the  town  in  the  protection  of  lives 
and  property  and  his  absence  among  all  of  us  is  truly  missed. 
We  wish  him  happiness  and  good  health  in  his  retirement. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  experience  which  I  am  sure 
will  never  be  forgotten  by  the  firefighters.  The  disastrous 
fire  in  Harwich  Port  will  be  remembered  by  many  and  will 
recall  it  as  a  time  when  men  were  asked  to  meet  certain  tests- 
and  met  them  well.  The  degree  of  efficiency  is  all  part  of  our 
services,  wise  leadership  by  the  officers  and  devotion  to  duty 
by  the  men  was  inspiring. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  and  dispatchers  of  the  de¬ 
partment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during 
the  past  year,  to  the  members  and  chiefs  of  other  towns  and 
to  the  citizens  for  their  cooperation.

Mr.  Alton  P.  Hall,  “Plum  Hall”  as  he  is  known  to  all  his 
associates  and  friends  both  on  and  off  the  Cape,  is  retiring 
as  Surveyor  of  Highways  for  the  Town  of  Harwich  on  March 
6,  1961.

Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  of  1960: 

This  will  be  the  last  of  twenty  three  consecutive  Annual 
Reports  which  I  have  made  to  the  Citizens  of  Harwich  and 
by  this  report  may  I  respectfully  submit  my  resignation  to 
be  effective  as  of  March  6,  1961. 

Let  me  hasten  to  sincerely  thank  my  many  friends  who 
year  after  year  have  elected  me  to  the  post  of  Surveyor  of 
Highways.  This  is  indeed  most  gratifying.  For  my  part  I 
have  tried  to  do  a  good  job  with  the  equipment  and  funds 
made  available  to  my  department.  Over  a  period  of  many 
years  I  have  received  unsolicited  commendations  -  both  ver¬ 
bal  and  written  -  as  to  the  comparatively  good  road  condi¬ 
tions  in  Harwich  -  testimonials  from  people  who  constantly 
travel  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  and  who  are  therefore 
qualified  to  make  such  comparisons.  This,  also  has  been  a 
source  of  gratification  and  encouragement  to  me. 

When  I  first  assumed  the  position  of  Surveyor  of  High¬ 
ways,  there  were  approximately  70  miles  of  roads  in  Harwich, 
many  of  which  were  in  poor  condition.  Today  there  are  ap¬ 
proximately  110  miles  of  roads  most  of  which  are  hard  sur¬ 
faced. 

As  we  all  know  a  public  official  is  subject  to  criticsm  and 
pot-shots  -  from  a  few.  I  have  been  a  target  in  this  respect. 
In  the  last  annual  report  there  appeared  an  article  by  the 
Town  Government  Study  Committee  which  was  anything  but 
complimentary  and  from  which  it  may  be  assumed  that  the 
Highway  Department  is  in  a  mess.  This  of  course  is  far  from 
the  truth.  Included  in  this  report  was  a  decisive  comment 
that  I  planned  my  work  “in  my  head.”  It  so  happens  that 
this  statement  is  absolutely  true  although  the  committee 
undoubtedly  had  other  motives  in  so  quoting  me.  Let  me  say 
that  each  day  can  and  does  present  new  problems  which 
have  to  be  worked  out  and  decided  at  that  time  by  using  one’s 
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head  a  universal  custom  -  centuries  old.  I  have  successfully 
used  this  method  for  years  and  highly  recommend  it. 

Mr.  Dine’s  name  was  brought  into  the  report  in  question 
several  times  to  give  it,  I  presume  the  appearance  of  official 
strength.  Let  me  state  here  and  now  that  never  in  my  long 
service  have  any  of  my  accounts  been  questioned  by  either 
Mr.  Dine’s  office  or  the  State  Auditors. 

Before  terminating  my  service  I  would  like  to  briefly 
report  on  the  following  accomplishments  during  the  year 
under  review.  In  addition  to  the  customary  and  continuous 
maintenance  and  repairs  of  roads,  installations  of  catch 
basins,  snow  removal,  etc.,  I  have  completed  the  following 
new  roads  under  the  appropriations  made  in  Article  #82  of 
1959: 

Ostable  Road  -Brettwood  Road  -  Grassy  Pond  Road 
Bayport  Road  -  Orton  Road 

Under  the  appropriations  made  in  Article  #59  of  1960  - 

The  following  roads  were  built: 

Nevins  Lane  -  Arbutus  Avenue  -  Moody  Road 
Victoria  Road  -  John  Joseph  Road 

Finally,  whoever  succeeds  me  as  Surveyor  of  Highways 
will  find  me  ready  to  assist,  in  an  advisory  capacity,  in  any 
way  that  I  might  be  of  help  -  if  such  assistance  is  wanted. 

In  closing  may  I  again  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to 
my  many  friends  in  Harwich  for  their  confidence  and  trust  in 
me  over  these  many  years,  and  to  all  Town  Departments  and 
employees  for  their  splendid  co-operation.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  “Classification  and  Salary  Plan”  was  established  in 

1960  pursuant  to  Article  6  of  the  Warrant.  This  is,  therefore, 
the  first  Report  of  the  Board. 

The  Personnel  Board  was  only  duly  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Its  membership  and 
organization  are  indicated  by  the  signatories  to  this  Report. 

The  Board  has  taken  the  following  steps  since  its  organ¬ 
ization. 

(1)  Held  a  general  meeting  with  Department  Heads  to  be¬ 
come  better  acquainted  and  to  orient  the  Department  Heads 
with  the  scope  of  the  Board’s  authority  and  its  basic  inter¬ 
pretations  of  the  By-Laws. 

(2)  Developed  the  necessary  forms  for  the  position  classifi¬ 
cation  of  employees  and  for  changes  in  their  classification 
or  rates  of  pay. 

(3)  Classified  the  positions  of  37  employees;  the  remainder 
were  in  process  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(4)  Several  pay  step-ups  were  recommended  by  the  opera¬ 
ting  departments  near  the  end  of  the  year  and  considered, 
but  action  thereon  was  briefly  delayed  until  a  date  early  in 

1961  when  all  the  proposed  pay  adjustments  would  be  known 
and  their  interrelationships  carefully  weighed. 

(5)  Taken  initial  steps  to  establish  a  control  service  and 
pay  record  card  and  personnel  file  for  each  town  employee. 

(6)  The  Chairman  attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Masschusetts  Municipal  Personnel  Boards  Association  which 
was  held  in  Framingham.  The  interchange  of  information 
and  acquaintances  made  at  the  Conference  proved  so  valua¬ 
ble  that  the  Board  made  application  to  join  the  Association, 
effective  1/1/61.  Meanwhile  the  Board  has  cooperated  with 
the  Association  in  the  assembly  and  dissemination  to  Person¬ 
nel  Boards  of  comparative  wage,  salary  and  work  schedule 
information  for  a  large  number  of  cities  and  towns. 

(7)  Decided  that  the  wage  and  salary  schedule  and  some 
other  provisions  of  Article  6  could  be  improved  from  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  viewpoint,  but  concluded  to  withhold  its  recom- 
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mendation  until  the  Board  has  had  the  benefit  of  additional 
experience  with  the  schedule  as  initially  adopted. 

Article  6  provides  that  each  of  the  three  appointees  shall 
serve  for  a  period  of  one  year.  The  Board  believes  that  a  one 
year  period  of  office  does  not  give  the  work  the  degree  of  con¬ 
tinuity  which  is  so  desirable  for  maximum  success.  Futhr- 
more,  a  one  year  term  raises  a  question  of  uncertainty  in  the 
minds  of  the  Department  Heads  as  well  as  that  of  the  Board. 
Not  knowing  what  will  happen  at  the  end  of  each  year,  the 
Board  members  may  lack  the  incentive  to  become  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  many  facets  of  its  responsibilities.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  the  Board  that  the  by-law  be  amended  in  1961  so  that 
one  member  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  member 
for  a  term  of  two  years  and  the  third  member  for  a  term  of 
three  years  and  that,  thereafter,  all  appointments  be  made 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Once  the  transition  is  completed  the 
result  would  be  that  the  term  of  only  one  member  would  ex¬ 
pire  each  year  and  that  there  would  always  be  at  least  two  ex¬ 
perienced  members  on  the  Board. 

The  Board  is  encouraged  to  believe  that  the  Classification 
and  Salary  Plan  will  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  Town.  De¬ 
partment  Heads  are  broadening  their  understanding  of  em¬ 
ployee  relations  and  a  better  balance  in  the  treatment  of  the 
personnel  should  be  achieved. 

The  Board  desires  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  coopera¬ 
tion  received  from  the  Selectmen,  The  Departmen  Heads  and 
others  concerned.  The  individual  employees  were  very  helpful 
in  describing  their  own  assignments  and  thus  facilitating 
their  Classification.  All  of  us  recognize  that  there  is  much  to 
learn  about  the  Classification  Plan  and  how  it  should  best 
be  administered  in  the  long-range  interest  of  both  the  voters 
and  the  employees.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Study  Committee 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

Since  this  committee  was  authorized  by  the  1960  Town 
Meeting  and  appointed  by  you  in  May  of  this  year,  regular 
meetings  have  been  held  at  least  monthly  with  one  well-at¬ 
tended  Public  Meeting  -  held  in  August  -  to  receive  suggestions 
and  inform  both  permanent  and  seasonal  residents. 

PURPOSE 

The  Committee’s  function,  as  defined  by  the  article  creat¬ 
ing  it,  is  -  “To  study  the  needs  and  problems  of  harbors  and 
waterways  development;  to  encourage  commercial  and  recrea¬ 
tional  boating  and  to  make  such  recommendations  to  the 
Town  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  for  harbor  and  waterways 
improvement  as  may  be  appropriate.” 

POLICY 

Since  undertaking  this  study  the  Committee  has  adhered 
to  the  following  principles: 

1.  To  consider  only  those  projects  which  will  be  in  the 
best  of  interest  of  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

2.  To  study,  impartially,  all  potential  areas  of  improve¬ 
ment  and  development. 

3.  To  hold  a  proper  regard  for  costs,  initial,  long-range 
and  maintenance  -  and  to  consider  income  potential 
both  direct  and  indirect. 

4.  To  present  recommendations  that  will  be  financially 
manageable  annually. 

5.  To  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  taking  of  high  tax- 
value  land. 

6.  To  respect  the  “atmosphere”  of  our  Town  and  approve 
only  those  plans  which  will  enhance  the  natural 
beauty  of  the  community. 

7.  To  establish  cooperative  relationships  with  county, 
state  and  federal  agencies,  departments  and  divisions 
from  which  help  can  be  secured. 

This  Committee  has  developed  a  real  conviction  that  the 
future  growth  and  development  of  Harwich  will  be  substan¬ 
tially  affected  by  the  intelligent  and  comprehensive  develop¬ 
ment  of  useful,  safe  and  adequate  harbors,  channels,  docks,

mooring  areas,  shorefront  beautification  and  protection  which 
will  attract  substantial  people  to  make  this  Town  their  season¬ 
al,  or  permanent,  residence  with  a  most  beneficial  effort  on 
every  phase  of  community  life. 

PROGRESS 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  following  activity: 

1.  The  inner  channel  at  Wychmere  Harbor  was  properly 
dredged  in  time  for  1960  seasonal  use. 

2.  Arrangements  have  been  developed  for  dredging 
adequate  outer  approach  channels  at  Wychmere  and 
Allen  Harbor  with  the  State  providing  a  major  share 
of  the  costs  and  acceding  to  our  request  that  this 
work  be  accomplished  in  the  spring  of  1961  rather 
than  in  the  fall  of  1960,  as  originally  scheduled. 

3.  The  question  of  the  Town’s  legal  title  to  the  land  at 
the  Town  Landing  at  Allen  Harbor  has  been  fully  re¬ 
solved  and  the  Town’s  title  is  now  entirely  clear. 

4.  Preliminary  studies  of  Wychmere  Harbor,  Allen  Har¬ 
bor,  Herring  River,  Andrews  River  Area,  Red  River  and 
Round  Cove  have  been  carried  out. 

Note:  This  Committee  is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
private  funds  were  subscribed  by  public- 
spirited  groups  and  individuals  to  provide 
minimum  temporary  emergency  deepening 
of  the  approaches  to  Wychmere  and  Allen 
Harbor  to  enable  boats  to  enter  and  leave 
these  harbors  in  1960.  While  this  action  was 
appreciated  -  and  probably  necessary  -  we 
feel  it  is  the  Town’s  responsibility  to  make 
such  improvements. 

5.  Reconstruction  of  the  Town  Landing  at  Wychmere, 
authorized  by  the  1960  Town  Meeting,  will  be  carried 
out  in  1961  as  the  result  of  conferences  between  the 
Selectmen  and  fhe  State  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Division  of  Waterways. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

This  Committee’s  recommendation  is  in  two  parts.  The 
first  is  specific  and  immediate  and  several  articles  will  appear 
in  the  1961  Town  Warrant  in  support  of  these  recommenda¬ 
tions.  The  second  is  long  range  and  subject  to  further  study. 

PART  ONE  -  Articles  in  the  1961  Town  Warrant  will  ask 
for  consideration  of  the  following: 

1.  Rebuild  and  improve  the  Town  Landing  at  Allen  Har¬ 
bor, 
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2.  Dredge  the  inner  channel,  enlarge  the  perimeter  and 
dredge  the  approach  to  the  Town  Landing  at  Allen 
Harbor. 

3.  Grade,  fence  and  improve  -the  small  boat  launching 
area  at  Herring  River,  adjoining  Route  28. 

4  .Take  certain  marsh  land  in  the  Andrews  River  Area 
and  hold  for  future  development. 

5.  Take  a  certain  piece  of  land  at  Allen  Harbor  and  hold 
for  future  development. 

6.  Make  certain  improvements  at  the  small  boat  launch¬ 
ing  area  at  Round  Cove. 

7.  Continue  this  study  committee  and  enlarge  its  study 
area  to  include  the  preservation  of  beaches,  shore 
front  erosion  control  and  improvement. 

PART  TWO  -  This  Committee  recommends  that  the  en¬ 
gineering  services  of  the  State  Division  of  Waterways  be  en¬ 
listed  for  the  long-range  planning  and  assistance  in  surveying 
and  developing  engineering  layouts  of  possible  improvements 
at  Wychmere  Outer  Harbor,  Allen  Harbor,  Andrews  River  and 
Red  River,  keeping  in  mind  cost  factors,  type  of  land  to  be 
used,  facilities  to  be  developed  and  the  preserving  of  natural 
beauty  and  atmosphere.  In  case  of  any  Red  River  develop¬ 
ment,  this  Committee  recommends  that  a  cooperative  plan 
be  developed  with  the  Town  of  Chatham. 

CONCLUSION: 

This  Committee  feels  that  the  development  of  an  orderly 
and  manageable  program  of  harbor  channel,  dock  and  beach 
improvement  over  the  years  ahead  will  be  of  considerable 
permanent  value  to  the  entire  Town. 

The  chairman  appreciates  the  constructive  and  unselfish 
efforts  of  all  committee  members. 

This  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  the  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  shown  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Counsel,  the 
Planning  Board  Chairman,  the  Barnstable  County  Beach 
Commission  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Division  of  Waterways  and  particularly  appreciates 
the  helpful  suggestions  made  by  Harwich  residents.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Shellfish  conditions  in  Harwich  remain  about  the  same 
as  last  year,  except  for  the  large  crop  of  quahaugs  now  coming 
of  size.  The  scallop  crop  was  low  and  will  probably  be  the  same 
in  1961.  Soft  shell  clams  remain  about  the  same.  However  they 
have  not  seeded  in  as  heavily  as  in  some  other  places  on  the 
Cape.  The  experiments  conducted  with  plastic  screen  to  catch 
clam  spat  has  not  been  too  successful.  Clam  spat  does  collect 
under  the  screen,  more  than  in  the  area  not  screened,  but  not 
in  sufficient  amounts  to  move  to  other  areas.  Oysters  were 
in  good  supply  at  Round  Cove  when  the  Cove  was  opened 
to  shellfishing,  but  concentrated  fishing  in  the  area  soon 
depleted  them.  Oysters  are  still  expensive  to  buy  for  planting, 
and  only  a  few  are  bought  each  year  in  hopes  of  getting  a 
good  set  of  seed  from  them. 

Quahaugs  are  in  abundance  in  small  size  from  little  necks 
down  to  seed.  Quahaug  seed  taken  from  Pleasant  Bay  was 
moved  into  Round  Cove  and  to  Wychmere  Harbor  and  Allens 
Harbor.  This  seed  that  was  moved  averaged  about  one-half  to 
five-eights  of  an  inch  in  size.  Using  the  standard  conversion 
table,  this  makes  the  value  of  each  bushel  of  seed,  after  at¬ 
taining  legal  size,  worth  $448.23,  and  growing  in  volume  to  44.8 
bushels  of  little  necks.  As  an  example,  on  August  22,  thirty- 
eight  bushels  of  this  seed  was  moved  to  Wychmere  Harbor 
and  planted  on  the  East  shore.  This  would  give  a  potential 
yield  of  1702.4  bushels  or  6809  buckets  of  quahaugs  valued  at 
$17,020.  The  cost  of  transplanting  the  thirty-eight  bushels  was 
$3.00  per  bushel.  In  all,  we  transplanted  one  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  bushels.  It  is  my  opinion,  after  consulting  with 
a  number  of  Marine  Biologists,  that  more  of  this  seed  should 
be  moved  from  the  concentrated  spots  in  the  Bay.  In  places 
there  are  approximately  800  seed  per  square  foot  and  they 
cannot  possibly  grow  under  these  concentrated  conditions. 
Up  to  80%  of  this  seed  will  die,  with  only  the  strongest  surviv¬ 
ing.  Some  of  this  seed  should  be  moved  to  barren  spots  in  the 
Bay  for  commercial  digging,  and  some  to  the  West  side  of 
Wychmere  Harbor  and  the  East  side  of  Allens  Harbor. 
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In  the  cooperative  Marine  Research  Program  with  the 
Department  of  Marine  Fisheries,  I  have  kept  records  as  re¬ 
quested  by  them.  Copies  of  these  records  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries.  Size  growth  and 
transplanting  experiments  have  been  carried  on  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Marine  Fisheries  Biologist,  Jack  Fisk,  and  myself, 
and  accurate  records  kept.  Experiments  in  predator  control 
are  also  being  made. 

In  1960  I  had  the  privilege  of  being  named  by  the  Gover¬ 
nor  to  the  Massachusetts  Marine  Fisheries  Advisory  Board, 
representing  the  shellfish  industry  of  our  Commonwealth.  It 
was  a  very  interesting  and  rewarding  experience,  as  I  gained 
invaluable  knowledge  of  our  Marine  Fisheries.

The  following  inspections  were  made  for  additions  to 
present  wiring,  three  wire  service  to  replace  old  two  wire 
systems,  off  peak  hot  water  meters,  new  homes  and  contrac¬ 
tors  services,  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1960. 

All  new  homes  require  two  inspections,  one  roughing  in 
and  the  final  inspection  when  the  service  is  completed  and 
ready  for  connection  to  the  poles  on  the  street.  The  first 
inspection  is  not  included  in  our  total.  Before  many  installa¬ 
tions  are  started  we  look  over  the  property  with  the  electri¬ 
cians,  advising  them  what  should  be  done  to  comply  with  the 
code.

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Librarian’s  Report 


As  the  circulation  figures  show,  Brooks  Free  Library  has 
continued,  during  1960,  to  show  an  increase  in  the  use  of  its 
facilities.  Small  deposits  of  books  have  been  left  at  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  and  all  classes  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades 
have  made  monthly  trips  to  the  library  to  take  out  books, 
look  up  reference  material,  and  generally  learn  correct  library 
techniques. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Edward  Edmunds,  Na¬ 
tional  Library  Week  was  celebrated  in  all  three  libraries  with 
“Guessing”  contests  for  the  youngsters  and  with  the  issuance 
of  a  short  history  and  introduction  to  the  libraries.  During 
Book  Week,  two  assemblies  were  held  at  the  Elementary 
School  -  featuring  a  display  of  new  books  from  Brooks  Free 
Library  and  a  film  on  conservation  and  camping. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  welcome  as  patrons  many  new¬ 
comers  to  Harwich  who  have  found  their  way  to  our  library. 
As  librarian,  I  find  it  most  gratifying  to  know  that  we  are  able 
to  provide  reading  services  for  our  new  friends.  Brooks  Free 
Library  is  continuing  to  build  up  its  reference  section.  We  have 
both  the  the  latest  “Americana”  and  “Collier’s”  Encyclopedias 
as  well  as  continuing  subscriptions  to  “Reader’s  Guide  to  Peri¬ 
odical  Literature,”  “Standard  Catalog,”  “Fiction  Catalog,”  and 
“Children’s  Catalog.”  The  addition  of  the  “Century  Cylcc- 
pedia  of  Names”  has  given  us  an  excellent  source  of  material 
on  people  and  places. 

Late  in  1960,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  passed  some 
laws  to  help  the  towns  increase  their  library  services.

This  year  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  accidents 
on  our  highways  most  of  which  were  of  a  minor  nature.  We 
have  been  fortunate  again  this  year  (4th  year  in  sucession) 
to  go  through  the  year  without  a  fatal  accident.  The  opera¬ 
tors  in  our  town  are  to  be  commended  on  this  record. 
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We  have  had  a  number  of  cases  of  malicious  destruction 
of  property  but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  in  most  of  these 
cases  the  parties  responsible  have  been  apprehended  and 
ordered  to  make  restitution. 

This  year  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  we  had  an  Officer  at  Pleasant  Rd  Beach  to 
handle  the  parking  and  checking  stickers.  I  feel  that  the 
stickers  worked  out  very  well  at  this  beach  and  probably 
should  be  extended  to  others. 

In  accordance  with  Art.  57  of  the  1960  Town  Meeting  the 
Selectmen  purchase  a  16  y2  ft.  Lyman  boat  with  a  40  H.P.  John¬ 
son  outboard  motor.  This  boat  was  in  constant  use  through¬ 
out  the  summer,  being  used  in  Long  Pond  as  well  as  in  salt 
water.  In  addition  to  patrolling  the  area  and  maintaining 
law  and  order  on  the  water  front  the  boat  was  responsible  for 
saving  a  couple  of  people  from  the  water  due  to  overturned 
sailboats. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  heads  of  the 
various  Town  Departments,  the  members  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation 
this  year.

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Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Tree  Warden  Departments 


Our  shade  trees  have  gone  through  a  very  difficult  year. 
Several  were  blown  down  and  many  damaged  during  the 
severe  wind  storm  on  July  30th.  All  the  small  trees  had  to  be 
watered  daily  through  the  dry  spell  in  August  and  the  first 
part  of  September. 

The  strong  wind  caused  by  hurricane  Donna  on  Septem¬ 
ber  12,  did  some  damage,  but  the  salt  spray  and  lack  of 
rain  to  wash  it  from  the  foliage  did  more  injury.  The  amount 
of  damage  will  not  be  known  until  this  coming  summer. 

Twenty-six  young  trees  were  set  out  along  town  roads. 

Japanese  Beetles,  and  the  Pine  Saw  Fly  were  the  only 
leaf  eating  pest  to  show  a  great  increase  over  last  year.  The 
Japanese  Beetles  being  the  worst  this  town  has  ever  seen,  and 
if  this  continues  something  will  have  to  be  done.  The  Moth 
department  set  and  maintained  six  beetle  traps  during  July 
and  August.  Eight  gallons  of  these  flying  beetles  were  caught 
and  destroyed. 

Although  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  a  serious  threat  to 
our  elm  trees  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  lost  three  trees 
as  compared  to  ten  last  year.  Two  of  these  diseased  trees  are 
still  standing  and  must  be  removed  before  April  1st.

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol¬ 
lowing  By-Law: 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  SALARY  PLAN 

The  classification  of  positions,  pay  schedules  and  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  known  as  the  Classification  and 
Salary  Plan  of  the  Town  of  Harwich — providing  for  a  scale 
of  wages  and  salaries  and  other  benefits  for  employees  of  the 
Town  (excepting  those  elected  or  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  School  Committee).  This  plan  shall  be  administered  by 
a  Personnel  Board. 

The  following  schedule  is  based  on  a  44  hour  week  for 
pipe  layers  and  laborers  of  the  Water  Department  and  40 
hours  a  week  for  all  highway  laborers. 

SICK  LEAVE:  1.  In  the  matter  of  Sick  Leave  regular 
full  time  employees  shall  be  entitled  to  fifteen  (15)  days  of 
sickness,  or  accident  leave,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  Holidays, 
without  loss  of  pay.  If  such  sick  leave  allowance  is  not  used 
in  any  particular  year  it  shall  accumulate  for  a  period  of  six 
(6)  years  up  to  a  maximum  of  ninety  (90)  days,  for  use  in 
any  subsequent  year.  The  date  from  which  accumulated  sick 
leave  shall  be  computed  for  all  present  full  time  employees, 
shall  be  the  starting  date  of  the  employees  current  period  of 
full  time  continuous  service  with  the  Town.  Sick  and  ac¬ 
cident  leave  shall  be  payable  in  cases  of  bona  fide  illness  or 
accident  not  covered  by  Workmen’s  Compensation. 

2.  Employees  who  are  absent  because  of  such  illness  or 
accident  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  (2)  days  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  present  a  Doctor’s  certificate  to  their  Department 
Head  stating  the  reason  and  the  period  of  time  the  employee 
will  be  absent  from  work. 

3.  This  section  is  not  to  be  construed  by  any  employee 
or  Department  Head  as  a  subterfuge  for  time  off,  nor  shall  it 
apply  in  the  case  of  any  sickness  or  accident  caused  by  over- 
indulgence  in  alcohol  or  narcotics,  or  by  employee’s  mis¬ 
conduct. 
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4.  Department  Heads  shall  clearly  indicate  on  their  pay¬ 
rolls  all  payments  for  sick  leave. 

MILITARY  LEAVE:  Regular  Town  employees  shall  be 
granted  leave  of  absence,  without  pay,  for  duration  of  tour  of 
duty;  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to  the  vacation,  with  pay,  due 
them  under  the  vacation  provisions  of  this  plan. 

VACATION:  1.  Employees  shall  be  granted  one  (1) 
week’s  vacation  with  pay,  if  they  have  actually  worked  for 
the  Town  thirty  (30)  weeks  in  the  aggregate  during  the  twelve 
(12)  months  preceding  the  first  day  of  June  in  the  first  year 
of  employment  and  two  (2)  weeks  with  pay  the  following 
years. 

2.  Vacations  shall  be  granted  by  the  department  heads  at 
such  times  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  cause  the  least  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  performance  of  the  regular  work  of  the  de¬ 
partments.  Vacations  must  be  taken  in  the  year  in  which 
they  are  due,  and  shall  not  accumulate  from  year  to  year. 

3.  In  the  event  of  termination  of  employment  which  is 
caused  through  no  fault  of  the  employee,  provided  the  em¬ 
ployee  has  been  in  a  continuous  full  time  service  of  the  Town 
for  at  least  one  (1)  year;  or  by  reason  of  retirement;  the 
employee  shall  be  paid,  or  entitled  to  time  off  with  pay,  for 
any  accrued  vacation  for  one  (1)  day’s  regular  pay  for  each 
full  month  since  the  employees  preceding  vacation,  not  to 
exceed  two  (2)  weeks  pay.  In  the  event  of  death  of  an  em¬ 
ployee  any  such  accrued  vacation  pay  shall  be  paid  to  his 
estate. 

HOLIDAYS:  1.  All  regular  full  time  employees  shall  re¬ 
ceive  time  off  without  loss  of  pay  on  the  following  State  legal 
holidays  providing  they  fall  on,  or  are  observed,  on  a  regular 
scheduled  work  day:  New  Years  Day,  Washington’s  Birthday, 
Patriot’s  Day,  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day, 
Columbus  Day,  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christ¬ 
mas. 

In  case  of  the  fire  and  police  departments,  or  other  de¬ 
partments  whose  personnel  is  subject  to  duty  seven  days  a 
week,  those  regular  employees  who  are  assigned  to  duty  on 
a  holiday  shall  receieve  a  compensatory  day  off. 

JURY  DUTY:  If  an  employee  is  called  to  jury  duty  he 
shall  receive  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  his 
normal  compensation  and  the  amount  (excluding  any  travel 
allowance)  received  for  such  duty  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  of  the  amount  so  paid. 
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LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE:  Leave  of  absence  may  be  granted 
for  valid  reasons  by  a  department  head,  but  shall  be  with¬ 
out  compensation.  In  no  event  shall  leave  of  absence  be 
granted  for  the  purpose  of  seeking,  or  trying  out,  another  job. 

PERSONNEL  BOARD  :1.  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board 
appointed  to  administer  the  salary  administration  plan,  said 
Board  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  consisting 
of  three  (3)  voters,  other  than  employees  of  the  Town,  or 
those  serving  the  Town  regularly  in  any  elective  or  appointed 
capacity.  Each  appointee  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year. 
Members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation  but 
said  Board  to  have  any  expense  account  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  annually. 

2.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  review 
the  work  of  all  positions  subject  to  this  salary  schedule. 
Such  review  shall  be  so  scheduled  as  to  cover  all  positions  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  three  (3)  years. 

3.  Department  heads  shall  make  recommendations  an¬ 
nually  on  all  phases  of  this  plan  as  regards  each  employee. 

4.  All  employees  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Personnel  Board  from  decisions  made  by  Department  heads 
on  matters  included  in  this  study  and  the  decision  of  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  shall  be  final.

B.  Prohibited  after  dark.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  this 
means  the  period  from  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour 
before  sunrise. 

C.  (A)  and/or  (B)  do  not  apply  to  a  performer  or  perform¬ 
ers  engaged  in  a  professional  exhibition. 

D.  Tow  boat  shall  be  operated  in  a  careful  and  prudent  man¬ 
ner  at  a  distance  of  at  least  200  feet  from  shore,  and 
special  caution  is  to  be  exercised  on  leaving  or  returning 
to  the  authorized  landing  area. 

E.  No  person  shall  manipulate  any  vessel  or  tow  rope  by 
which  the  course  of  water  skis  or  water  skier  may  be  in¬ 
fluenced  in  such  a  way  as  to  cause  collision  or  accident. 

F.  (E)  does  not  apply  to  collision  with  ski  jumps,  buoys, 
and  like  objects  normally  used  in  competitive  or  exhi¬ 
bition  skiing. 

G.  Water  Skiing  in  a  reckless  or  negligent  manner  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 
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H.  Water  skiing  while  intoxicated  or  under  the  influence  of 
drugs  is  prohibited. 

I.  Skiers  shall  be  required  to  wear  a  life  preserver  or  ski 
belt  while  underway. 

Regulations  shall  be  posted  in  a  prominent  place  where 
the  sport  is  conducted. 

Enforcement:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  peace  officers  of  the 
Town  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  or  regu¬ 
lation. 

Penalties:  Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  by-law  or  regu¬ 
lation  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $25.00,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  10  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  within  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  court  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

HARWICH  I960 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  School  Committee  has  met  regularly  twice 
each  month  to  transact  necessary  business  and  to  discuss  the 
work  of  the  schools.  Meetings  have  been  held  twice  during 
the  year  with  the  Chatham  School  Committee.  In  addition 
it  has  worked  closely  with  the  Regional  Planning  Board  of 
Harwich  and  Chatham. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  care  of  the  physical  plant. 
Some  items  have  been  interior  painting  and  replacement  of 
fire  chambers  in  the  boilers  in  the  original  elementary  school. 
At  the  Harwich  High  School  the  floor  has  been  replaced  in 
the  cafeteria,  fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  have  been  installed 
and  a  new  oil  burner  has  been  placed  in  one  boiler. 

Due  to  overcrowding  two  additional  school  busses  have 
been  added.  This  makes  a  better  schedule,  eliminating  so 
much  waiting  by  children  and  does  away  with  the  previous 
safety  hazard. 

The  Committee  has  revised  the  teachers’  salary  schedule. 
The  new  beginning  salary  will  be  $4,400,  and  the  maximum 
will  be  $6,600  for  the  bachelor’s  degree.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  bring  Harwich  up  to  some  of  our  neighboring  commun¬ 
ities  and  will  aid  us  in  securing  new  teachers. 

There  is  still  a  great  shortage  of  good  teachers.  We  have 
been  most  fortunate  in  the  three  beginners  we  obtained  for 
the  High  School,  the  Elementary  School  and  Brooks  Academy. 
Since  two  of  these  were  additional  teachers  it  means  that  we 
lost  only  one  teacher  this  year.  Our  excellent  teaching  staff 
is  experienced  and  mature. 

The  School  Committee  have  found  the  Harwich  citizens 
most  cooperative  both  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  teaching 
staff.  With  the  spirit  existing  between  School  Committee  and 
citizens  the  schools  must  go  forward — constantly  improving.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Harwich  School  Committee: 

Following  is  my  report  for  1960  for  your  consideration. 
Appended  are  the  reports  of  the  principals,  supervisors, 
school  nurse  and  physicians  containing  a  detailed  statement 
as  to  work  carried  on  in  the  Harwich  Schools. 

GROWTH 

As  expected,  the  enrollment  in  the  schools  continues  to 
grow.  This  year  the  School  Committee  provided  two  ad¬ 
ditional  teachers,  one  at  the  Brooks  Academy  building  for 
grade  seven  and  one  for  the  High  School  building  for  grade 
eight.  This  will  enable  us  to  give  better  instruction  for  the 
more  able  and  the  average  as  well  as  the  slower  pupils  in  the 
grades.  The  additional  teacher  at  the  High  School  repre¬ 
sents  about  all  that  can  be  done  at  that  school.  All  rooms 
are  in  full  use.  Scheduling  of  classes  has  become  very  difficult. 

REGIONAL  SCHOOL 

The  people  of  Harwich  showed  that  they  recognize  the 
need  for  increased  facilities  by  voting  for  a  regional  high 
school  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March.  This  year 
should  see  the  beginning  of  the  planning  and  construction 
of  additional  high  school  space,  either  through  a  regional 
school,  a  new  school  in  Harwich  or  additions  to  the  present 
high  school.  Agreement  is  pretty  general  that  the  regional 
school  would  be  better  educationally  and  more  economical 
financially.  The  over  crowding  at  the  high  school  building 
is  a  serious  problem  that  requires  an  immediate  solution. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Harwich,  the  pioneer  town  on  Cape  Cod  in  special  edu¬ 
cation  maintains  three  special  classes,  doing  fine  work  in 
training  and  educating  a  segment  of  the  school  population. 
In  each  of  these  classes  there  should  be  five  pupils  to  justify 
the  maintenance  of  a  class.  If  a  community  is  forward  look¬ 
ing  it  will  maintain  a  group  with  only  three  or  four  pupils. 
This,  Harwich  has  done.  In  fact  during  the  last  two  years 
there  has  been  only  one  Harwich  pupil  and  several  out-of- 
town  children  in  the  trainable  class.  In  view  of  this  and 
the  fact  that  Harwich’s  one  pupil  can  now  profit  by  transfer 
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to  an  educable  class  the  School  Committee  have  voted  to 
abolish  the  trainable  special  class  at  the  end  of  the  present 
school  year.  This  does  not  indicate  that  the  Harwich  School 
Committee  believe  any  less  strongly  in  special  education  but 
that  the  members  do  not  believe  that  a  class  for  one  Harwich 
pupil  and  several  from  neighboring  towns  can  be  justified 
from  the  standpoint  of  common  sense  and  wise  expenditure 
of  public  funds.  The  two  educable  classes  will  be  continued 
as  before. 

REVISION  OF  SALARY  SCHEDULE 

Three  year  ago  the  Harwich  School  Committee  voted  to 
place  all  members  of  the  teaching  staff  on  the  salary  schedule 
by  the  end  of  1960.  This  task  was  completed  last  September, 
although  the  last  of  the  cost  will  appear  in  the  1961  school 
budget. 

Now  due  to  increase  in  cost  of  living,  a  new  legal  state 
minimum  ($4,000),  loss  of  bargaining  position  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  state,  and  difficulty  experienced  this  year  in 
securing  good  beginning,  and  good  experienced  teachers  the 
School  Committee  felt  it  necessary  to  re-examine  the  schedule. 

Consequently  a  committee  was  formed  composed  of  school 
committee  members,  teachers  and  the  superintendent  of 
schools.  A  detailed  study  of  the  situation  was  made  and  a 
report  presented  to  the  full  school  committee.  After  care¬ 
ful  consideration  it  was  decided  that  if  Harwich  is  to  be  in 
a  position  to  retain  and  particularly  to  obtain  good  teachers 
the  schedule  must  be  revised  upward. 

The  revised  schedule  is  based  upon  a  bachelor’s  degree 
classification  beginning  at  $4,400  and  ending  at  $6,600.  This 
represents  a  $400  increase  in  the  schedule.  The  master’s 
degree  classification  was  treated  accordingly.  The  master’s 
plus  thirty  and  the  doctorate  columns  were  raised  a  smaller 
amount. 


THE  BUDGET 

The  remainder  of  the  school  budget  remained  pretty  even 
except  for  the  transportation  item  which  is  discussed  in  the 
report  of  the  School  Committee. 

THE  NATIONAL  DEFENSE  ACT 

Public  Law  864  provides  for  matching  funds  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  Guidance,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language  and 
Science  in  the  schools.  The  Harwich  School  Committee  have 
taken  full  advantage  of  funds  allotted  to  Harwich  for  these 
purposes. 
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SCHOOL  PLANT 

Several  major  jobs  have  been  done  in  the  school  buildings. 
They  are  listed  in  the  report  of  the  School  Committee.  We 
look  forward  to  1961  with  no  known  major  items  in  sight. 
Our  present  buildings  are  at  last  temporarily  at  least,  in  good 
shape. 


NEW  TEACHERS 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  lose  only  one  teacher  and 
one  administrative  officer  in  1960.  We  hope  this  means  that 
our  teachers  are  reasonably  happy  working  for  the  Harwich 
School  Committee,  parents,  and  school  children.  We  feel 
that  it  also  means  that  the  salary  schedule  is  doing  its  job 
reasonably  well  as  far  as  holding  teachers  is  concerned.  We 
know  that  we  still  have  a  hard  time  to  secure  good  teachers 
when  a  vacancy  occurs. 

The  present  staff  is  strong,  dedicated  and  for  the  most 
part  made  up  of  experienced  people.  I  feel  that  we  have 
been  most  fortunate  in  the  few  beginners  who  have  come  to 
us  although  finding  them  has  been  a  very  difficult  task.  I 
feel  that  Harwich  should  be  pleased  with  its  teachers. 

CONANT  REPORT  ON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  1959  Dr.  Conant’s  report  on  Senior  High  was  presented 
and  widely  discussed.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he  strongly 
urged  the  abolition  of  small  high  schools.  He  said  “I  have 
become  convinced  by  what  I  have  observed  in  the  last  year 
and  by  evidence  presented  by  those  with  wide  experience  in 
school  administration  that  a  high  school  with  a  graduation 
class  of  less  than  100  cannot  provide  a  satisfactory  educa¬ 
tion — ”.  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  next  June  the  com¬ 
bined  graduating  classes  in  Harwich  and  Chatham  will  be 
only  65,  considerably  below  the  minimum  figure  set  by  Dr. 
Conant  but  much  greater  than  the  separate  schools. 

In  1960  Dr.  Conant  presented  another  report  entitled, 
“Education  in  the  Junior  High  School  Years.”  Following  the 
pattern  of  his  preceding  survey  it  is  a  sensible,  down-to- 
earth  document  that  should  be  read  by  all  interested  in  the 
public  schools.  He  makes  thirteen  specific  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  regard  to  a  variety  of  phases  of  Junior  High  School 
education. 

The  essence  of  his  thesis  appears  to  me  to  be  that  the 
organization  of  grades  7-8-9  is  of  much  less  importance  than 
the  program  provided  for  adolescent  youth,  that  the  pro¬ 
gram  should  reflect  the  transitional  nature  of  these  grades, 
that  teachers  in  these  grades  need  an  unusual  combination 
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of  the  Qualifications  of  the  elementary  school  teacher  and 
the  high  school  teacher  and  that  a  proper  program  cannot 
be  offered  unless  there  are  a  minimum  of  125  pupils  in  each 
grade.  The  pamphlet  contains  45  pages  of  readable  con¬ 
clusions. 


CONCLUSION 

Another  year  is  past.  I  think  progress  has  been  made 
in  all  phases  of  the  education  of  Harwich  children,  through 
the  building  up  to  curriculum  and  equipment,  the  growth 
of  the  staff,  the  addition  of  teachers,  and  the  improvement 
of  the  physical  plant.  If  this  is  so  it  is  due  to  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  School  Coommittee  and  the  cooperation  of  citizens, 
parents,  teachers,  and  other  school  employees. 

1961  will  be  a  most  important  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Harwich  Schools,  Plans  formulated  and  put  into  execution 
will  fix  the  pattern  of  education  for  many  years.  Let  us  all 
hope  that  the  decisions  made  will  be  a  firm  foundation  for 
the  schools  of  the  future.

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Report  of  the 

Principal  of  the  High  School 


For  several  years  we  have  been  concerned  about  our 
marking  system.  We  wondered  whether  the  letter  grades 
we  have  been  using  were  so  uncommon  as  to  be  confusing 
Since  there  is  no  mandatory  system  of  grading,  each  school 
system  chooses  its  own.  As  a  result,  grading  systems  through¬ 
out  the  Commonwealth  vary  considerably. 

As  a  result  of  this  concern,  a  study  of  our  marking  sys¬ 
tem  was  discussed  during  a  faculty  meeting  early  during 
the  school  year  1959-60.  Five  members  of  the  faculty 
volunteered  to  make  a  survey  of  present  marking  systems 
with  a  view  toward  making  recommendations  for  changes. 
Miss  Drew,  Mr.  Ebbett,  Mrs.  Ford,  Mr.  LaFrenier  and  Mr. 
Letts  as  Chairman,  volunteered  to  serve  on  this  committee. 

In  brief,  95  questionaires  were  sent  to  cities  and  towns 
in  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  including  all  towns  on  the 
Cape.  Eighty-one  replies  were  received.  From  the  data  thus 
obtained,  the  committee  recommended  that  the  report  cards 
at  the  high  school  level  be  sent  home  four  times  during  the 
school  year,  and  that  the  following  marking  scale  be  used: 

A+  =  95-100  C+  =  75-79 

A  =  90-94  C  =  70-74 

B+  =  85-89  F  =  Below  70  (Failure) 

B  =  80-84 

Other  recommendations  particularly  concerning  sup¬ 
plementary  information  to  be  included  on  the  report  card 
were  made. 

The  committee  is  to  be  complimented  for  a  thorough 
study  and  for  a  detailed  report.  The  recommendations  were 
adopted.  The  present  marking  system,  the  result  of  this  study, 
is  we  believe,  an  excellent  one. 

In  September  1960,  the  eighth  grade  numbered  64 
students.  In  September  1961,  we  expect  from  70  to  75  in 
the  eighth  grade.  In  June  1961,  we  expect  to  graduate  only 
26  seniors.  Obviously,  the  membership  in  the  high  school 
will  increase  tremendously  during  the  next  few  years.  I 
doubt  that  we  shall  be  able  to  find  accommodations  for  the 
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number  of  students  expected  after  three  more  years,  in  our 
present  high  school  plant. 

We  have,  for  example,  found  it  desirable  to  separate 
the  present  eighth  grade  into  three  sections  which  meet  in 
different  home  rooms  and  attend  different  classes.  There 
is  the  college  preparatory  group,  the  non-college  group,  and 
a  remedial  class.  The  latter  is  intended  for  those  who  have 
had  difficulty  in  reading  during  some  time  in  their  elementary 
school  experience  and  have  not  caught  up  to  their  proper 
reading  level.  We  emphasize  reading  because  that  is  a  pre¬ 
requisite  to  any  high  school  subject  in  which  reading  is  neces¬ 
sary.  Even  in  the  reading  of  problems  in  mathematics  a 
student  may  fail  in  mathematics  primarily  because  be  can¬ 
not  thoroughly  understand  the  problems. 

Remedial  classes  for  eighth  grade  students  in  this  class 
include  besides  reading:  science,  history  and  mathematics. 

We  intend  to  make  a  study  of  the  method  for  grading 
students  who  are  working  up  to  capacity  but  who  are  not 
able  to  achieve  up  to  the  standards  of  the  grade. 

We  have  instituted  a  class  in  civics  for  first  year,  non¬ 
college,  preparatory  students.  We  believe  that  such  a  class 
is  more  valuable  to  these  students  than  early  world  history 
which  was  formerly  offered.  The  college  preparatory  student 
may  take  ancient  history  during  the  freshman  year. 

Again,  I  have  enjoyed  a  pleasant  and,  I  believe,  a  fruit¬ 
ful  year  working  with  our  excellent  faculty  in  the  high 
school.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPAL 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Harwich  Elementary  School. 

Much  of  the  work  accomplished  in  any  school  can  be 
described  as  unglamorous.  Each  day  the  child  comes  to 
school,  is  taught,  learns,  and  returns  home.  This  particular 
occurance  is  repeated  180  times  and  the  child  is  generally 
promoted  to  the  next  grade.  But  most  important  is  what 
goes  on  in  the  teaching-learning  process. 

All  too  often  a  school  is  judged  not  so  much  on  how  much 
learning  takes  place  but  more  upon  the  showy  characteristics 
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of  a  school — the  elaborate  assembly  programs  occurring  all 
too  often — the  number  of  pictures  in  the  newspaper — and  the 
like.  Of  course  assembly  programs  are  important — but  not 
to  the  extent  of  stealing  large  quantities  of  time  away  from 
the  academic  pursuits.  However,  we  can  all  agree  that  the 
major  work  of  any  school  is  teaching.  Therefore,  every 
effort  must  be  made  to  keep  at  a  minimum  those  things 
which  are  not  educational  in  scope. 

This  year  the  teachers  were  relieved  of  the  time  con¬ 
suming  responsibility  of  collecting  and  accounting  for  lunch 
money.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  Up  to  20  or  25 
minutes  a  day  is  saved  in  this  manner — time  which  is  now 
used  for  the  matter  at  hand — teaching. 

In  this  matter  the  faculty  at  Harwich  Elementary  School 
is  second  to  none.  Each  teacher  is  fully  aware  of  his  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  this  area  and  does  his  utmost  to  fulfill  this 
responsibility. 

Also  continuing  in  effect  are  the  music  appreciation 
classes  of  Mr.  Samuel  Griffiths,  the  professionally  presented 
classical  music  concerts,  field  trips  to  observe  the  operation 
of  various  community  agencies,  the  utilization  of  the  exhibit 
offerings  of  the  Cape  Cod  Junior  Museum,  the  Rinehart 
Handwriting  supervision,  the  Audubon  Society  nature  classes, 
library  classes  for  grade  six  at  the  Brooks  Library,  the 
presentation  of  major  assembly  programs  several  times  each 
year,  the  work  of  the  school  safety  patrol,  the  school  savings 
program,  and  the  excellent  work  of  the  school  nurse  and 
the  doctors,  the  school  bus  drivers  and  the  school  custodians. 

The  second  annual  science  fair  was,  if  judged  by  com¬ 
ments  from  parents  and  townspeople,  a  huge  success.  The 
exhibits  themselves  showed  a  greater  emphasis  on  research 
and  study  than  the  year  before.  Therefore,  the  science  fair, 
all  things  being  equal,  will  prove  to  be  a  greater  educational 
experience  with  each  succeeding  year. 

I  have  wondered  how  many  parents  are  aware  of  the 
handwriting  program  conducted  in  our  schools  by  the  sup¬ 
ervisors  of  the  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  system. 
Once  each  month  a  trained  handwriting  specialist  visits  each 
classroom  to  teach  the  pupils,  grade  samples,  consult  with 
classroom  teachers,  and  plan  the  work  for  the  month.  We 
may  be  justly  proud  of  the  results  of  this  very  effective 
program. 

Each  year  the  need  for  a  central  library  in  the  elementary 
school  becomes  more  apparent.  A  library  in  the  school  serves 
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at  least  three  educational  purposes.  This  special  unit  (1) 
stimulates  children  to  engage  in  leisure  activities  involving 
reading;  (2)  facilitates  study  especially  with  reference  mate¬ 
rials;  and  (3)  provides  opportunity  for  the  development  of 
desirable  library  habits  and  attitudes. 

For  many  children  the  school  library  provides  the  first 
experience  in  selecting  and  taking  home  books  to  be  read 
out  of  school.  In  connection  with  reference  reading,  pupils 
learn  how  to  use  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  tables  of  con¬ 
tents,  indexes  and  card  catalogues.  Involved  in  these  activities 
is  correlation  of  directed  study  with  regular  classroom  work. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Elementary  Supervisor,  School 
Committee,  teachers,  P.  T.  A.,  custodians,  parents  and  friends 
who  have  helped  our  overall  school  program  in  many  ways.

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

In  June,  thirty-three  students  graduated  from  Harwich 
High  School.  Of  this  group,  nine  are  working,  four  are 
members  of  the  armed  forces,  one  is  married  and  nineteen 
are  continuing  their  training  or  education. 

Progress  is  still  being  made  towards  providing  pupils 
with  more  information  about  themselves.  Continued  use 
of  the  previously  developed  guidance  record  enables  students, 
parents  and  teachers  to  examine  and  evaluate  a  student’s 
scores  and  ratings  in  ability,  interests,  classroom  progress, 
standard  measures  of  educational  potential  and  progress, 
personality  and  character  development.  Reliable  tests,  in¬ 
stituted  recently  and  being  continued,  are  the  School  and 
College  Abilities  Tests,  the  Sequential  Tests  of  Educational 
Progress,  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  and  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Course-Oriented  Achievement  Tests.  Other  standard¬ 
ized  tests  used  to  compile  additional  essential  data  for  the 
student  record  include  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests,  the 
Kuder  Preference  Record  and  the  General  Aptitude  Test 
Battery. 

This  guidance  record  provides  the  basis  for  adequate 
and  effective  counseling,  and,  thanks  to  the  guidance  as¬ 
sistance  provided  by  Mrs.  Kimball,  all  pupils  in  grades  8-12 
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are  expected  to  be  reached  for  personal  interviews.  Edu¬ 
cational  and  occupational  information  is  discussed  during 
these  counseling  sessions  and  also  as  part  of  class  work.  In 
this  connection  may  I  sincerely  thank  the  teachers  for 
their  willing  cooperation  in  permitting  me  to  take  class  time 
for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  to  the  students  much  im¬ 
portant  educational  and  vocational  information,  which  would 
consume  valuable  time  if  explained  to  each  student  in¬ 
dividually. 

Through  the  greatly  appreciated  efforts  of  the  Principal, 
Superintendent  and  School  Committee,  students  have  had 
and  will  continue  to  have  opportunities  to  visit  various  types 
of  two  and  four-year  colleges,  business  and  nursing  schools. 

From  the  standpoint  of  guidance  and  its  major  function 
in  the  complex  sphere  of  education,  there  are  several  mat¬ 
ters  of  serious  concern  to  every  town  member.  Among  those 
are  grossly  inadequate  library  facilities  and  an  extremely 
limited  industrial  arts  program.  Also,  there  exists  a  yearly 
increase  of  Junior  high  students  for  a  building  which  is  al¬ 
ready  overburdened  with  pupils,  which  has  a  program  far 
from  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  many 
young  people  and  which  is  far  from  adequate  to  provide  the 
education  which  every  young  person  deserves. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  Mr. 
MacKay  for  his  willing  and  invaluable  cooperation  which  is 
necessary  to  the  function  of  guidance.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR

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Good  schools  don’t  just  happen.  They  develop  through 
the  active  cooperation  of  the  school  staff  and  the  citizens 
of  the  community. 

During  the  six  years  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve 
as  elementary  supervisor  in  the  Harwich  Schools,  it  has  been 
gratifying  to  see  the  steady  progress  we  have  been  making 
toward  worthwhile  educational  goals.  The  school  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1960  bore  notable  evidence  that  we  were 
doing  a  better  job  in  the  elementary  schools  in  the  following 
ways: — 

1.  Identification  of  the  needs,  interests,  and  capacities  of 
all  our  children.  Through  a  continually  improved  test¬ 
ing  program,  recorded  and  interpreted  efficiently,  the 
child’s  individual  progress  is  constantly  plotted.  It  is 
the  first  business  of  the  elementary  school  to  see  that 
the  pupils  master  the  fundamentals  of  an  education, 
but  this  goal  is  only  achieved  to  the  extent  that  the 
nature  and  range  of  differences  among  children  are 
identified  and  the  educational  program  (including 
methods  and  materials  of  instruction)  is  adjusted  to 
the  rate  and  patterns  of  growth  among  the  children 
in  the  schools. 

2.  Modification  of  the  curriculum  to  provide  for  individual 
differences  and  vitalizing  instruction  in  the  funda¬ 
mental  subject  fields  as  tools  for  helping  children 
understand  better  our  ever-changing,  increasingly 
complex  world.  No  school  day  goes  by  that  I  do  not 
spend  time  in  an  elementary  classroom  helping  a 
teacher  meet  these  needs  and  conferring  with  teachers, 
principals,  pupils,  and  parents  to  help  put  our  teach¬ 
ing  philosophies  into  practice.  We  are  continually 
working  out  better  methods  of  grouping  pupils  and 
evaluating  our  progress  in  modernizing  and  making 
our  instruction  effective. 

3.  Acquisition  and  use  of  instructional  equipment  and 
materials  suitable  for  the  wide  range  of  individual 
differences  existing  in  every  classroom  and  consistent 
with  the  findings  of  educational  research.  Through 
reading  books  and  educational  magazines  and  related 
materials,  through  examination  of  current  materials, 
through  occasional  visits  to  other  school  systems,  it 
is  possible  for  me  to  keep  the  staff  well  posted  on 
available  materials  and  equipment  as  well  as  current 
methods  and  to  help  with  the  ordering  of  the  best  and 
most  suitable  materials.  An  extremely  fore-sighted 
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school  committee  and  efficient  office  staff  make  our 
equipment  and  materials  as  complete  and  modern  as 
any  schools  in  the  country. 

4.  Creation  of  better  physical  environment  for  instruction. 
The  newly  decorated  classrooms  in  the  elementary 
school  and  new  arrangements  at  Brooks  Academy  in¬ 
spire  the  teachers  to  keep  the  rooms  stimulating  and 
inspiring  as  well  as  neat  and  organized,  creating  superior 
classroom  atmospheres  that  have  been  admired  by 
many  out-of-town  visitors. 

5.  Provision  of  superior  working  conditions  for  teachers 
through  (1)  an  improved  salary  schedule,  (2)  a  broader 
sick  leave  policy,  (3)  a  tendency  toward  smaller  teacher- 
pupil  load,  (4)  a  broader  base  of  participation  in  school 
administration  so  that  all  who  have  a  vital  stake  in 
the  success  of  the  educational  program  may  share  in 
cooperative  planning  and  decision,  (5)  greater  interest 
among  the  staff  in  professional  development.  These 
conditions  have  resulted  in  practically  no  yearly  teacher 
turnover  as  has  been  experienced  in  most  other  sys¬ 
tems.  Only  two  elementary  replacements  were  neces¬ 
sary  this  year.  This  keeps  the  learning  situation  very 
stable. 

6.  Closer  school-community  relationships  that  are  help¬ 
ing  the  Harwich  Schools  provide  the  kind  of  education 
for  every  child  that  the  wisest  parents  want  for  their 
children. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  deep  appreciation  to  staff,  prin¬ 
cipals,  superintendent,  school  committee,  and  cooperative 
citizens,  that  I  acknowledge  their  contribution  to  the  en¬ 
deavor  of  providing  improved  education  for  the  elementary 
children  in  the  Harwich  Schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

Organizing  an  effective  and  sequential  art  program  for 
grades  one  through  twelve  has  been  facilitated  this  past  year 
by  the  new  crafts  equipment  and  visual  aids  supplies.  The 
art  program  has  consequently  been  expanded  to  include  a 
greater  variety  of  activities  such  as  clay  pottery  and  sculp¬ 
ture,  mobiles,  construction,  colloges  and  other  creative  three 
dimensional  work. 
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In  the  elementary  school  the  art  room  with  new  tables, 
cabinets  and  kiln  has  been  used  by  grades  five  and  six  allow¬ 
ing  more  flexible  activities.  The  lower  grades  use  this  room 
occasionally  when  the  nature  of  the  lesson  necessitates  large 
work  areas. 

In  the  high  school  the  art  program  has  been  enriched 
by  new  illustrative  material  making  possible  a  course  in  art 
appreciation.  Large  color  reproductions  of  great  paintings, 
art  books  and  color  filmstrips  comprise  a  growing  art  library. 
The  high  school  art  program  now  offers  five  periods  of  studio 
art  a  week  enabling  a  few  students  in  grades  nine  to  twelve 
to  elect  up  to  four  periods  a  week.  The  majority  of  art 
students  take  art  two  or  three  periods  a  week  which  is  not 
adequate  for  preparing  talented  students  who  wish  to  com¬ 
pete  for  art  scholarships  and  placement  in  colleges  offering 
an  art  major.  More  time  and  space  in  the  high  school  art 
program  is  badly  needed  to  challenge  the  gifted  youngster 
who  wishes  to  pursue  art  as  a  vocation. 

This  January  students  grade  one  through  eight  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  Second  Cape  Cod  Art  Round  Roboin  and  in 
March  the  high  school  art  students  take  part  in  the  Cape- 
wide  High  School  Art  Exhibition  at  the  Art  Association  in 
Hyannis.  Both  exhibitions  were  highly  successful  this  year 
in  providing  our  young  people  with  the  experience  of  seeing 
their  art  and  that  of  others  side  by  side. 

In  our  own  community  two  projects  allowed  the  towns¬ 
people  to  share  the  visual  expressions  of  our  children:  the 
display  of  Harwich  High  School  art  work  in  a  local  shop 
window  during  Art  Week  in  November  and  the  exhibition 
of  elementary  art  work  throughout  the  summer  by  Mrs. 
Doane  in  the  Brooks  Library.  With  other  Cape  schools  we 
are  participating  in  a  visual-aids  pool  which  makes  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  us  to  borrow  fine  reproductions  of  museum  sculp¬ 
ture  when  needed.  This  year’s  purchase  of  ancient  sculpture 
was  displayed  in  the  elementary  school  showcase  and  was 
correlated  with  the  art  projects  of  children  in  the  third  grade 
up  through  the  high  school.  Our  Christmas  windows  painted 
by  sixth  graders  attracted  many  townspeople  and  it  is  hoped 
that  parents  and  friends  will  visit  our  annual  May  art  ex¬ 
hibition. 

As  art  teacher  I  am  grateful  for  the  sincere  interest  In 
the  children’s  art  expression  as  shown  by  the  principals 
and  my  collegues. 

As  art  supervisor  I  wish  to  express  here  my  deep  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  fine  cooperation  that  the  School  Com- 
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mittee,  the  Superintendent,  and  his  staff  have  shown  toward 
the  art  program  and  its  growth.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

HARWICH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Our  instrumental  music  program  in  the  High  School  is 
growing  in  size  and  quality  at  a  fine  rate.  Each  year  as  more 
young  instrumentalists  join  us  from  the  elementary  school, 
we  find  that  we  also  have  more  beginners  in  the  upper  six 
grades.  Many  of  our  students  are  extending  their  experiences 
to  include  a  second  instrument.  This  enables  them  to  play 
in  both  the  band  and  orchestra.  The  program  has  grown  to 
such  an  extent  that  some  students  do  not  receive  instrumental 
lessons  each  week  but  are  taught  on  a  rotating  plan.  Other 
students,  because  of  scheduling  difficulties,  receive  no  in¬ 
strumental  lessons  other  than  with  the  band  or  orchestra. 

This  September,  Mr.  MacKay  tried  to  schedule  two  periods 
of  orchestra  and  band  per  week.  This  is  much  desired,  but 
had  to  be  dropped  because  of  scheduling  and  space  difficulties. 

The  band  and  orchestra  have  had  a  very  successful  year. 
They  appeared  at  various  concerts,  festivals,  assemblies,  and 
at  the  graduation  week  exeercises.  The  band  appeared  in 
parade  for  the  first  time  at  the  Memorial  Day  parade  in 
Harwich  Center.  Although  they  had  no  uniforms,  they 
marched  with  the  Chatham  School  Band  and  were  a  credit 
to  themselves  and  to  their  school.  Some  of  our  Harwich  Band 
members  appear  regularly  in  parades  wearing  Chatham  uni¬ 
forms.  The  combination  of  the  two  bands  makes  a  group  that 
will  compare  favorably  with  any  school  band  on  the  Cape; 
a  band  of  which  both  towns  can  be  proud.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  we  can  have  unforms  in  Harwich  before  too  long. 

At  Brooks  Academy  our  music  appreciation  classes  are 
taught  in  the  cafeteria  to  two  grades  at  one  time.  This  is  a 
poor  arrangement,  but  is  necessary  because  of  space  diffi¬ 
culties  and  lack  of  time  in  my  schedule. 

Last  spring  we  sent  two  students  to  the  New  England 
Music  Festival  at  Plainville  Conn.,  and  practically  all  our 
students  to  the  Cape  Cod  Festival  at  Chatham.  This  fall  three 
of  our  students  passed  auditions  and  will  play  in  the  South¬ 
eastern  Mass.  Festival  at  Dartmouth  High  School,  and  one 
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of  these  students  has  been  recommended  to  audition  for  the 
All-State  orchestra  to  be  held  in  Springfield.  We  are  very 
proud  of  the  quantity,  quality,  and  balance  of  our  strings 
which  is  very  apparent  at  each  Cape  Cod  Festival. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  whose 
help  and  cooperation  contributed  to  the  success  of  our  pro¬ 
gram  this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  INSTRUMENTAL 

MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

Time  can  be  but  a  fleeting  measure  of  progress,  yet  must 
be  an  integral  part  of  all  achievement.  And,  as  “Rome  was 
not  built  in  a  day,”  so,  in  education,  miracles  are  not  wrought 
overnight. 

At  this  writing  about  200  pupils  from  the  first  six  grades 
of  our  towns  are  actively  busy  in  our  instrumental  program, 
some  very  talented,  others  moderately  endowed,  but  all  ex¬ 
periencing  a  cultural  enrichment. 

By  the  very  nature  of  this  work,  we  are  always  beginning  - 
never  finishing.  Discovery  of  talent,  its  early  training,  and 
fostering  of  interest  is  our  purpose,  and  by  sheer  weight  of 
numbers  most  of  our  teaching  must  be  done  in  groups.  Pro¬ 
ficiency  comes  only  with  maturity,  through  our  secondary 
school  programs,  and  through  the  specialist  teacher. 

It  is  rewarding  to  note  that  our  enrollment  has  increased 
in  every  successive  year  of  my  tenure  here,  and  our  summer 
classes  have  a  large  and  regular  attendance.  Enthusiasm  on 
the  part  of  both  pupils  and  parents  may  be  taken  almost  for 
granted  as  an  attribute  of  our  work.  This  also  extends  to 
those  who  hear  our  groups  in  frequent  public  performance. 

With  each  passing  year  we  try  to  build  an  ever  stronger 
foundation  for  later  development,  with  the  hope  that  our 
efforts  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  our  boys  and  girls,  our 
schools,  and  our  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  SECONDARY  SCHOOL 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

Understanding  of  Music  is  not  brought  about  in  a  brief 
time  or  solely  through  the  use  of  Reproducing  Devices.  Rather, 
it  is  a  culmination,  the  over  all  result,  of  one’s  musical 
experience.  I  have  tried  to  expose  my  students  to  music  in  a 
great  variety  of  ways  and  in  many  situations,  for  surely  the 
child’s  musical  instruction  in  school  should  be  of  a  type  to 
develop  a  liking  for  music  and  an  acquaintance  with  such  facts 
about  the  art  as  will  contribute  to  deeper  understanding. 

Through  the  early  elementary  grades,  the  interests  of  the 
children  are  centered  in  their  own  land  and  people.  In  later 
grades,  interests  spread  beyond  our  borders,  oceans  are 
crossed,  etc.,  and  acquaintance  made  through  many  sources, 
(magazines,  moving  pictures,  radio,  T.  V.).  There  can  be  no 
better  approach  to  people,  their  lives,  languages  and  cul¬ 
tures,  than  through  music.  Fortunately,  there  exists  a  tre¬ 
mendous  body  of  material  in  the  folk  and  composed  music 
of  the  world.  Rightly  used,  it  may  be  of  great  importance 
in  furthering  the  cultural  program  of  social  studies. 

The  Junior  High  grades  are  experiencing  the  musical  thrill 
and  pleasure  of  three-part  harmony  songs  and  enriching 
their  repertoire  of  art,  folk  and  patriotic  songs.  The  High 
School  Chorus  numbering  a  strong  seventy-five  is  drilling  on 
songs  for  school  use,  Cape  Festival  use,  and  general  concert 
use. 


Many  students  took  part  in  the  Cape  and  Islands  Massed 
Music  Festival  that  took  place  in  Chatham  this  year  and  will 
be  in  Nauset  Regional  in  the  spring  of  1961.  Selected  students 
took  part  in  the  all  New  England  Music  Festival  held  in  Plain  - 
ville,  Connecticut,  and  will  be  recommended  for  the  ‘61’  Festi¬ 
val  at  Rutland,  Vermont. 

Having  Mrs.  McKenney  to  play  accompaniments  at  grad¬ 
uation  (and  at  choral  rehearsals  at  Chatham)  has  aided 
greatly  to  further  the  development  of  artistic  singing.  By 
being  able  to  stand  and  conduct,  I  can  much  better  correct 
and  help  any  tonal  or  rhythmic  problems,  etc.,  and  give  of 
my  best  in  communicating  musical  feeling  to  the  group;  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  I  hope  to  be  able  to  chalk  up  superla¬ 
tive  results  in  an  extensive  repertory  of  art,  folk  and  patriotic 
songs,  ballards,  hymns,  musical  comedy  selections  and  larger 
works  from  the  greater  composers  with  an  emphasis  on  the 
correct  use  of  the  voice  in  singing,  a  tonal  and  rhythm  vo¬ 
cabulary,  and  in  interpretive  insight. 
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In  conclusion  I  can  only  say  I  hope  the  contributions  of 
the  Chorus  or  Glee  Clubs  to  the  appreciation  of  music  will 
set  a  standard  in  dedication  to  purpose  and  consistent 
achievement  that  will  be  without  parallel  in  the  musical  arts 
here  on  Cape  Cod.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  VOCAL  MUSIC 

SUPERVISOR 

Rythm  activities,  rote  songs  and  acquaintance  with  music 
syllables  were  enjoyed  by  the  kindergarten  the  past  year. 
This  was  continued  in  the  first  grade  in  addition  to  reading 
and  singing  simple  note-phrases  from  a  staff  on  the  board. 
A  vocabulary  of  musical  terms  was  begun.  This  technique 
and  note  reading,  so  important  in  the  child’s  music  back¬ 
ground  was  carried  through  the  sixth  grade.  Books  were  first 
used  by  the  child  in  the  second  grade  where  both  note  and 
rote  songs  were  sung.  Rounds  were  fun  in  the  third  grade  and 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  children’s  experience  in  har¬ 
mony.  Fourth  graders  were  proficient  note  readers,  while  two 
and  three  part  songs  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades.  A  program  of  seasonal  or  otherwise  appropriate 
rote  songs  accompanied  the  note  reading. 

Groups  from  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  again 
sang  Christmas  songs  at  the  December  P.T.A.  meeting,  and 
an  especially  capable  Boys’  Choir  appeared  at  several  assem¬ 
blies. 

Christmas  caroling  throughout  the  building  is  becoming 
a  regular  occurence.  Due  to  “no  school”  one  day  and  my 
illness  another,  we  missed  last  year,  but  due  to  the  keen 
disappointment  of  the  children  we  went  May  caroling  instead! 
So,  whether  it  be  December  or  May,  singing  is  always  a  great 
joy.

REPORTS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 

GRADES  K  —3 

Herewith  my  comments  as  one  of  the  physicians  of  the 
Elementary  School,  Harwich. 
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Impressions  rarely  are  of  value  but  even  so  we  have  gained 
the  impression  that  fewer  and  less  significant  defects  have 
been  observed  in  children  entering  the  1st  grade  this  school 
year. 

Repeatedly  we  do  note  however,  evidence  of  unwise  con¬ 
trol  of  nutrition  in  the  home.  The  child  who  has  eaten  an 
adequate  breakfast  is  the  exception. 

When  will  parents  learn  that  vitamin  deficiency,  except¬ 
ing  the  Cod  Liver  Oil  vitamin  rarely  exists  in  the  average 
home?  When  will  parents  learn  of  the  proven  need  of  enough 
vitamin  D  or  Cod  Liver  Oil  for  every  child  up  to  ten  or  twelve 
years  of  age?

GRADES  4  —  6 

During  the  year  1960  the  children  of  the  middle  grades 
were  examined  at  the  elementary  school.  The  vast  majority 
of  the  children  were  found  to  be  healthy  and  no  unusual 
defects  were  noted.  The  high  incidence  of  dental  caries  and 
malformations  and  relaxations  of  the  foot  arches  was  en¬ 
countered.

GRADES  7  —  12 

During  the  fall  of  1960  all  children  in  grades  8  through 
12  were  examined  and  generally  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition. 

There  were  a  few  children  with  postural  defects  which 
can  be  corrected  by  exercise  -  also  there  were  a  few  children 
with  dental  problems  which  can  be  easily  corrected. 

All  the  children  in  the  athletic  program  were  examined 
separately  and  carefully.  The  teams  included  boys  basketball, 
girls  basketball,  boys  soccer  and  girls  field  hockey. 

It  has  been  rather  difficult  in  the  past  few  years  to  con¬ 
duct  physical  examinations  at  the  High  School  because  of 
the  overcrowding.  I  know  the  teachers  and  school  personnel 
are  aware  of  this  but  I  wonder  if  the  parents  realize  that  there 
is  no  health  room,  and  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  at  times 
to  find  even  a  room  to  use  to  examine  the  students.  We  hope 
that  in  the  future  if  a  new  building  is  considered  that  proper 
health  room  and  facilities  will  be  provided  for.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Since  April  1st,  the  schools  of  Harwich  have  had  a  full 
time  school  nurse  requested  by  the  Mothers  Club  and  accepted 
by  the  School  Department.  With  800  or  more  pupils  it  seemed 
necessary. 

Last  March  a  great  many  children  had  their  4th  polio 
innoculation  given  by  Dr.  Fred.  L.  Moore  —  the  vaccine  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  State. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  had  to  accept  Dr.  Malcolm 
Dana’s  resignation  as  school  dentist  as  he  had  done  so  much 
for  the  children  the  seven  years  he  had  been  here.  Owing  to 
his  father’s  illiness  he  had  to  take  over  his  practise  too. 

In  November,  the  School  Department  took  over  the  Den¬ 
tal  Clinic  which  had  been  the  project  of  the  Harwich  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  for  many  years. 

The  Massachusetts  Dental  Society  recommended  Dr. 
Anderson  Briggs  of  Attleboro,  who  spends  his  summer  in  Har¬ 
wich  Port,  and  his  associate  Dr.  Raymond  Millian  of  Attleboro 
— so  now  we  have  one  dentist  every  week  and  two  dentists 
every  other  week.  Dr.  Briggs  has  given  many  instruments 
and  supplies  which  belonged  to  his  late  father. 

The  School  Committee  have  adopted  certain  procedures: 

1.  Strong  referral  to  family  dentist. 

2.  A  charge  of  75c  per  operation  for  those  who  can  pay. 

Each  child  will  be  examined  and  a  note  sent  home  -  call¬ 
ing  the  parents’  attention  for  work  to  be  done  -  if  child  goes 
to  the  family  dentist  a  slip  is  signed  and  the  child  returns  it 
to  the  teacher  so  that  he  may  get  credit  in  his  room.  Attached 
to  the  slip  is  another  note  giving  the  School  Committee’s 
recommendations.  All  other  phases  of  school  work  will  be 
continued  as  usual.
